To Stam p O ut the Dread Disease. 
H eadquarter* o f the Army Moved 
Twenty Miles O ut of th e C ity -E * . 
Cuban Soldiers Expected to Cause 
Trouble W hen Troops Are Moved. 


Santiago de Cuba, July l l .—General 
Leonard Wood, the military governor, 
returned yesterday from the United 
State* and immediately began vigorous 
action to stamp out the yellow fever. 
Ho finds the situation more serious than 
he had anticipated. 
Today headquarters were moved to 
Congo, 20 miles north on the railroad, a 
point 1,000 feet above sea level, as well 
as all the adm inistrative departments, 
except the sanitary and a few immune 
clerks in the quarterm aster’s and com­ 
missary staffs. 
The paymaster has been ordered to 
suspend all payments to the Cuban 
troops until the fever has been stamped 
out, the special object of tho order be- 
ing to prevent the soldiers from drink­ 
ing during the epidemic. 
Many predict there will be trouble 
when the I toted States troops are en­ 
tirely removed from the city, as there 
are many hundred destitute Cuban sol­ 
diers already hero.

Havana, July ll.—Recently the H a­ 
vana Herald abused its contemporaries 
generally for publishing bandit stories. 
On the following day it devoted aa en­ 
tire column to a wiid yam from Guaua- 
ja j 
In most of these oases, whoa the evi­ 
dence is carefully sifted, it turns out 
that the alleged brigandage is petty 
thievery* but there is no doubt that 
bandits do exist at several points, bonds 
of from IO to 50 men, who have not the 
pluck to go into the cities and hold up' 
banks and railway trains, but prefer to 
attack isolated stores, raid small villages 
and swoop down upon distant planta­ 
tions. 
At Bo jacal two armed men hailed Julio 
Anguilo, owner of the plantation Santa 
Rosa, aud ordered him to open the door 
of his house. 
He hesitated or refund 
aud they fired twice through the win­ 
dow, whereupon he compiled. 
They 
bound Anguille, searched the house, se­ 
cured $510 aud, having ordered him to 
bring an additional $500 to a spot desig­ 
nated within an hour, under threat to 
return and kill him, they left with the 
planter's hora*, rifle and machete, 
A short time afterw ard the same men 
practically repeated this performance on 
the plantation Uuijales, belonging to 
Fermin Diax. 
There they obtained IO 
oentimes. 
They went next to the ad­ 
joining farm, the property of Jose G od- 
sales, wm*ro they secured $10 and vert- 
ous articles of jewelry, finally disap­ 
pearing, nu touched by the ballots fired 
from the raided houses after their de­ 
parture. 


SPANISH WAR EVENT 


Aimiyormry 0f the C apture of (ha 
8p.tr 1 «ib Stemmer Santo Domingo. 
V\ oslo ngf on, July ll.—Tomorrow will 
be the anniversary of an event in the 
war with Spain of some importance in 
history and of par tic alar interest to 
Lieutenant W, H. H. Southerland, now 
in command of the dispatching Dol­ 
phin, 
Everybody was still very much 
exci ted at that time over the destruction 
of Cervcra’s fleet, and the event of July 
12 escaped the notice that it would have 
attracted at any other time. 
I he Eagle, whioh Southerlaud then 
commanded, was a little cockleshell of 
HOO tons. 
Her largest gun was 4-inch, 
and she had four of them. 
Her crew 
was about 60 strong. Prowling along to 
the westward of tho Isle of Pines, look- 
ing out for two expected Spanish ships, 
the Eagle righted a big steamer heading 
toward a port which the big ship had 
appointed to make. Ho put on all speed 
and soon came up with the stranger, 
but before getting within rango she wan 
by a steamboat from the shore. 
The Eagle then “opened fire, when the 
steamboat hurried away, carrying a 
large load of passengers. 
Lieutenant Southerland got no re­ 
sponse to his attack upon tho Spanish 
ship, although he oould see that she had 
guns mounted. 
A boat was sent to her 
and found her deserted, the boilers 
blowing off at 170 pounds pressure on 
the guuges. 
The vessel proved to be the 
Santo Domingo of the Compania Trans­ 
atlantic*, 8,000 tons burden, armed with 
two "four-point-sevon” (or 5-inch) guns 
With a supply of IOO rounds of am rn ani 
tion for these formidable pieces. 
As 
the Santo Domingo had grounded and 
the Eagle was too small aud weak to 
pull hor off. Lieutenant Southerland, 
fearing an attem pt to rescue, set her on 
fire and left her to burn. 
Her cargo 
was intimated os worth about $1,000,- 
000 and it included two 12-iuch Houtoria 
guns, corned on skids in the hold, and 
intended for tho defenses of Havana 
. 
iP Santo Domingo’s case is before 
the court of claims for consideration. 
If'the prize is adjudicated at anything 
uke the valuation indicated by the mani­ 
fest ut the time of the capture, the 
award ought to be very handsome tor 
the commander, aud not small for the 
crew, of the Eagle.

There la no place where death Is more 
unwelcome than on board a passenger 
steamer, and between the death and 
burial of a sea traveler the melancholy 
influence of the event extends to every 
one on board. The lim itations of space 
are very likely responsible in part for 
this, for there la the feeling that until 
the body lias been cast into the arms of 
the sea there is no getting aw ay from 
it. So spake a man who has crossed the 
A tlan tic ocean m any times and who on 
more than one occasion had been a pas 
sengeT on one of the big liners when 
death had claimed a victim from among 
those on board. 
Sailors dread a death on board their 
vessel as much as anything, and when 
one occurs they aro all anxiety to ren­ 
der the body the last service, and this 
fact is often responsible for the haste 
and scant 
consideration w ith which 
burials at sea are too often conducted. 
But the days of such ceremonies are 
fast dying, and efforts are now being 
made which w ill perm it of the body be­ 
ing carried for the remainder of the 
journey after death and properly buried 
on land. 
Even now it is generally only sailors 
and steerage passengers who are buried 
at sea, and frequently these are cast to 
the waves w ithout so much as the ves­ 
sel being slowed down and w ithin an 
hour or tw o of their death. 
Often enough a death occurs in a ves­ 
sel w ithout the fact becoming known to 
more than one or ttvo of the crew or 
steerage passengers. 
Every effort is 
made to keep the event secret, and in 
the stillness of night, when better class 
passengers are com fortably curled up in 
their hunks, a little band of men, m ov­ 
ing like shadows across the deck, bear a 
body from below, and, while the vessel 
is plow ing the sea, the mortal rem ains 
wrapped in canvas or inclosed in a 
crudely made box, are quietly slipped 
over the ship s side into the m ysterious 
deep. 
Tho presence of a dead body on board 
bas sometimes not even been suspected 
by the passengers un til some one has 
noticed the sharks that are following, 
for it is no mere sailor's story that 
sharks know when a ship contains 
corpse. 
A vessel carrying a dead body 
and passing through waters frequented 
by sharks is almost sure to be followed 
by ono or more of those fishes, if it does 
not ontspeed them. 
Rather 
than 
bury a corpse while 
sharks are follow ing a vessel the captai 
w ill sometimes have the bcdy placed in 
tho ice cham ber and full steam put on 
the engines until the hungry fishes have 
dropped astern cmripletaly. 
In one case at least a l - ‘dy was ac 
tually cremated on hoard by the cap 
tain’s orders because of the sharks. But 
sharks tiro not often nhstnch - to prompt 
burial, and, generally speaking, when 
a death occurs ut sea, the body is slip 
ped into the w ater at night w ith none 
to witness the proceeding*but a couple 
of the crew and tin* captain, who reads 
an abridgm ent of tho service from the 
prayer book. 
The inatiDer of burial of course de 
pends greatly upoL the captain’s own 
feelings in respect to the dead, and it 
must be acknowledged that these fwd 
lngs are in some cases all that they 
should be. 
Some captains have the 
greatest objection to “ dum ping” a dead 
body into the sea and, when it is un 
avoidable, w ill do their utterm ost to 
conduct the ceremony w ith all possible 
reverence and respect. 
For all that, there is alw ays tho feel 
ing of the ship’s crew and the melan 
choly effect of the presence of a corpse 
to 1j« reckoned with, and the argum ent 
that more consideration is due to the 
livin g than the dead often prompts a 
euptain to “ dum p” a steerage passenger 
in the dead of night w ithout mention 
ing the event to more than a couple of 
hands. 
Thus it often happens that w hile a 
concert or a private theatrical perform 
unco is going on To the saloon the cap 
tain is engaged m aking arrangements 
for the burial of some unfortunate crea 
ture,
